Mr. Holbrook, from the special committee on rules for the govern- 
ment of the House, presented the Following report :' 


To the House of Representatives of the State of Oregon, in session : 
—The special committee appointed to report rules for the govern- 
ment of the House of Representatives, respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing rules and recommend their adoption. i 

A. HOLBROOK, Chairman. 


Rute 1. The Speaker shall take the chair every day precisely 
at the hour to which the House shall have adjourned on the preced- 
ing day, He shall immediately call the members to order, and, on 
the appearance of a majority of the members, shall cause the journal 
of the preceding day to be read. T. 

Rute 2. du members, with the Speaker, or eight members in 
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his absence, having chosen a Speaker, pro tem., shall be authorized 
to call the House, and compel the attendance of absent members, 
make an order for their fine and censure, and may adjourn. 

Rute 3. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum, may 
speak to. points of order in preference to other members, rising from 
his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Honse, hy any two members, on which appeal no 
member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 
, Rute 4. The Speaker shall rise to put a question, but may state 
it sitting. - 

Rurs 5. Questions shall be directly put in this form, to wit: 
“As many as are of the opinion. that (as the question may be) say 
aye; and after the affirmative vote i8 un nA = An many as are 
of the contrary opinion say no. Ifthe Speaker doubt, ora division 
is called for, the House shall divide—those in the affirmative of the 
question shall first rise from their seats, and the humber being an- 
nounced, those in the negative shall rise. í 

Rute 6. The Speakershall have a general direction ofthe House 
of Representatives’ room, he shall have a right to name any member 
to perform the duties of the chair, but such substitution shall not 
extend beyond an adjournment. He shall have the right to name 
any member to bear messages to the Senate, and to appoint all com- 
mittees, subject to additional members, to be added upon motion. 

Rute T. The Speaker shall vote when the ayes and noes are 
called for—his name being called last; and in case of an equal divi- 
sion, the question shall be lost; and upon all other questions where 
the House is equaily divided, he shall give the casting voté ;-or where 
his vote would make an equal division, he shall vote upon the call of 
any member, and in case of such division, the question shall be lost. 

Ruxe 8. Fourteen standing committees, to consist of three mem- 
bers each, except the committee on judiciury, which shall consist of 
five members. A committee on elections, a éotimittée dù ways and 
means, a committee on education, a committee on the judiciary, a 
committee on claitas, a oonimittee on military affairs, a committee on 
roads and highways, a committee on engrosscd bills, a committee on 
enrolled bills, a committee on Indian affairs, a committee on printing, 
2 committee on corporations, a committee on commerée, a committee 
on counties. It shall be the duty of the committeé on,elections to 
examine and report upon the certificates of elections and other creden- 
tials of the members retürned to serve in the House, and to take 
into consideration all other matters relative to contested elections 
which may be referred’to them. It shall be the duty of the commit- 
tee on ways and inéaris to enquire into the financial concerns of the 
State, and to make a ‘detailed report of the same, and to take into 
consideration all such other business as inay be referted to thems 
and each of the other committees shall take into consideration all 
subjects and matters- which may be referred! to them. - 
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Rute 9. In ease any of disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby, the Speaker (or chairman of the whole House) shall have the 
power to order the same to be cleared. 

Rute 10. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House 
without special leave ; and all writs, warrants and sybpoenas issued 
by order of the House, shall be under the band and seal of the 
Speaker, attested by the clerk. . 

Rute 11. All questions relating to the priority of business, shall 
be decided without debate. : : 

Rute 12. After the journals are read, business shall be disposed 
of in the following order : 

. Petitions, memorials and remonstrances. 
Reports from standing committess. 
Reports from select committees. 
Propositions and motions. 
Second reading of bills, &c. 
Engrossed bills read a third time. 
Bills, reports, and other business lying on the table. 
. Bills aud other business of the House. a 

9, Other business of the Senate. 

10. Orders of the day. . 

Rove 18. The Speaker shall, upon each day, announce to the 
Hous? the business in order, agreeably to the preceding rule; and 
no business shall be taken up or considered. until the class to which 
it belongs shall be declared to be in order; but messages from the 
Governor may be read at any time. 

Ruse 14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or de- 
liver any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and re- 
spectfully address himself to Mr. Speaker, and shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and ayoid personality ; and no member 
shall impeach the motive of any other member’s vote or argument. 

Rue 15. Ifany member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress 
the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may call 
to order, in which case the member,so called to order shall imme- 
diately sit down, unless permitted to explain; and the House shall, 
if appealed to, decide the case, but without debate. If there be no 
appeal, the decision of the chair shall be submitted to; “If the decis- 
ion be in favor of the member called to order he shall be at liberty 
to proceed; If otherwise, and the case require it, he shall be liable 
to the censure of the House. 

Rote 16. Ifany member be called to order for words spoken in 
debate, the person calling biti to order shall repeat the words except- 
ed to, and they shall be taken down in wnting at the clerk’s table ; 
and no member shall be held to answer, or be subject to the censure 
of the House for words spoken in debate, af any other member has 
spoken, or other business has intervened, after the words are spoken, 
and before exception to. them shall have been taken. 
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Rure 17. When two or more members happen to risé at once, 
ihe Speaker sball name who is tbe first to speak. 

Route 18. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without the leave of the House, nor more than once until 
every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

Rute 19. While the Speaker is putting the question, or address- 
ing the House, no member shall walk across or out of tbe House; 
nor when a member is speaking shall any entertain private discourse 
or pass between him and the chair. 

Roe 20. No member shall vote on sny question, in the event of 
which he is immediately and particularly interested, or in any case 
when he was not within the bar of the House when the question was 
put; and when any member shall ask leave to vote; the Speaker 
shall propound to him the question—** Were you within the bar when 
your name was called ?^ 

Rute 21. No member shall be permitted to record his vote on 
either side of any question, unless he was present in the House at 
is time such question was put, unles by unanimous consent of the 

ouse. » 

Rute 22. Upon a division and count of tbe House on any ques- 
tion, no member without the bar shall be counted. 

Rue 23. Every member who shall be in the House when the 
question was put, shall give his vote, unless the House, for special 
reasons, shallexcusehim. All motions to excuse a member from vot- 
ing shall be made before the House divides, or before the call of the 
yeas and nays is commenced, and any member requesting to be ex- 
cused from voting, may make a brief verbal statement of the reasons 
for making such request ; and the question shall then be taken with- 
out further debate. 

Rute 24. When any motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the Speaker, or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the 
chair, and read aloud before debated. 

Rute 25. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
Speaker or a member desire it. 

Rute 26. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, and réad, it 
shall be deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be with- 
drawn at any time before decision or aurendment. 

Rute 27. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lie upon the table, for the previous ques- 
tion, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a day certain, to re- 
commit, or amend ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged ; and no motion to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being de- 
cided, shall be again allowed on the same day, and at the same stage 
of the bill or proposition. i 

Rove 28. hen à question i$ postponed indefinitely, the same 
Shall not be acted upon again during the session. 
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Rute 29. ' The previous question shall be put in this form : “Shall 
the main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present, and, until it is de- 
cided, shall préclude all amendment and further debate of the main 
question. On a motion for the previous question, and prior to the 
seconding of the same, a call of the House shall be in order ; but-after 
a majority shall have seconded such motions, no call shall be in order 
prior to-the decision of the main question. 

Rute 30. Ona previous question there shall be no debate; all 
incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for the 
previous question, and pending such motion, shall be decided, whether 
on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

Rute 31. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleas- 
ure of the House. 

Rute 32. An member may call for a division of a question, which 
shall be divided if it comprehend propositions in substance so dis- 
tinct that, one being taken away, a substantive proposition shall re- 
main for the decision of the House. A motion to strike out and 1n- 
sert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out, being lost, 
shall preclude neither amendment, nor a motion to strike out and in- 
sert. 

Ruze 38. No motion or proposition on a subject different from 
that under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 
No bill or resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing there- 
to or incorporating therewith, any other bill or resolution pending be- 
fore the House. . 

Rute 34. When a motion has once been made, and carried in 
the affirmative or negative, 1t shall be in order for any member of the 
majority to move for a reconsideration thereof on the same or with- 
in three days thereafter. 

Rune 35. When a reading of a paper is called for, if any objec- 
tions are made, it shall be decided by a vote of the House. 

Roxie 86. The unfinished business at which the House gras en- 

gaged the preceding adjournment, shall have the preference m the 
order of the day ; and no motion or'any other business shall be re- 
ceived without special leave of the House, until the former is dispos- 
ed of. 
RurE 87. Ifa question pending belost by adjournment of the 
House, and revived on thesueceeding day, no member who sball 
have spoken twice on the preceding day shall be permitted again to 
speak witheut leave. 

Rute 38. Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to 
the House, may be presented by the Speaker, or by- any member, and 
shall not be debated or decided on the day of their being first read, 
unless when the House shall direct otherwise, but shall lie on,the 
table, to be taken up in the order they were read. 

RuLe 39. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that, 
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and the mótion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

Rove 40. It shall bein order for the committee on énrolled bills 
to reportat auy time when no motion is béfore the House. The 
committee can report without notice to the House, by handing tho 
report to the prinoipal clerk. 2 

Roce ti. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, or 
by order of the House, or the report of the committee. One day's 
notice at least shall be given of a motion to. bring ina bill, and the 
member giving such notice shall state concisely the leading objects 
of the bill, for the information of the House, which wotion may be 
committed. 

Roue 42. Every bill shall be read by sections, on three several 
days, unless, in case of emergency, two-thirds of the House, shall 
by a vote of yeas and nays, deem it expedient to dispense with this 
rule; but the reading of a bill by sections on its final passage shall 
in no case be dispensed with. 

Rue 48. First reading ofa bill shall befor information, only, 
except bills from individual members, which may be referred at any 
time. But if, on the first redding of a bill, objection be made, the 
question shall be—‘‘Shall this bill be rejected?" — If no opposition 
be made, or the question to reject be negatived, the bill shall go to 
its second reading without a question. 

Ruze 44. Upon the second reading ofa bill the Speaker shall 
state ibis ready for commitment or engrossment; and if committed, 
then the question shall be whether to aselect or standing committee, 
or to a committee of the whole House; the House shall determine on 
what day but if the bill be ordered to be engrossed, the House shall 
appoint the day when it shall be read a third time. 

Ruiz 45. After commitment and report thereof to the House, 
or at any time before its passage, a bill may be recommitted.

Of this sum it is impossible to ascertain how much has been re- 
deemed, but it is believed that not far from four thousand was can- 
celled prior to the organization of the Territorial government ; since 
that time nd dóubt very many of these obligations have been de. 
stroyed or lost. The committee are of the opinion that not far from 
fifteen thousand dollars worth of the scrip is now in existence. This 
amount is held in small sums by persons who, at the time of their 
issue, or while they were made “‘legal tender" by the law of the 
territory, paid for them their full value in services or property. 
They were issued to pay the necessary expenses of the provisional 
government, and the holders received them in good faith,-expecting 
that if the provisional government could not meet its liabilities, the 
United States government would assume them upon extending its 
protection and authority over the Territory of Oregon. By a law 
of the legislative committee these drafts were made a part of the 
currency of the country, and passed from hand to hand in payment 
of' debts or purchases, so that it often happened that persons who 
could ill afford to loose their value, were left with more or less of 
them on hand at the close of the provisional organization. A hard- 
ship has thus been imposed upon these men, which ought to be re- 
moved. The committee are loth to ask the Legislative Assembly to 
impose upon the State treasury the burden of paying these obliga- 
tions, though we think it clear that some action looking to the pay- 
ment should be had. We therefore recommend that the following 
resolution be adopted : 


Resolved, By the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, 
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that our Senators and Representative in Congress be respectfully 
requested.to present the matter of the outstanding scrip issued by 
the Provisional government of Oregon, to Congress, and obtain, if 
possible, an appropriation for the extinguishment of such obligations.

To the House of Representatives : I herewith return a bill (No. 
81) which originated in the, House, entitled “An act to provide, for 
the locating of the public lands donated to the State of Oregon? I 
do not object to the general ‘provisions of this bill but think.1t should 
be more clear in some of its details. “Section 5 provides that the 
Governor is hereby authdtized toémploy-a suitable person or persons 
to assist bim.in performing the duties required by this aot, . It is 
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not very clear who is to pay these assistants—whether the Gover- 
nor is to pay them out of -his private means, or whether they are to 
look to the State for their compensation. JI take it for granted, 
however, that the State would expect to pay them; but, without 
some provision in the act, I apprehend some difficulty would be ex. 
perienced in finding suitable persons te undertake the location at a 
reasonable vate; besides it opens a door in the Legislature for inter- 
minable relief bills. ] 

It is not improbable that in the very brief period yet remaining of 
the session, you will not be able, to determine upon how much the 
locating of 'those lánds will or, ought to cost, and may have to leave 
it to the Governor to make the best contract he can in the matter, 
and if so, the act should provide for the auditing of these claims 
when the services are rendered, or thát the Governor should report 
the whole matter to the legislature after the selection is made. If 
all the lands provided for in the bill are loéated, a heavy expense 
will be inevitable, and therefore should be closely looked after. 

The bill, which I herewith return, is silent on the two propositions 
submitted by Congress, and referred to in the copy of a letter from 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office, accompanying my 
communication to you of the 24th of September last. Some action 
on yoar part accepting one or the other of these propositions will be 
necessary to acquire a title to these lands. à

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REPORT AND MEMORIAL Concerning the Penitentiary. 


To the Honorable, the Senate-and 

| Members of the House of Represntatives of the State of Oregon : 

| The memorial of the undersigned, sub lessee of the State peniten- 
_ — Viary, respectfully represents to your honorable body, that at the time 
the penitentiary and the ‘State convicts were taken charge of, under 
the existing lease, it was deemed, and circumstances fally warranted 
the belief, that the building was a fit and secure one for the keeping 
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of the State convicts; indeed, the enormous sums of money that were 
expended for its construction, under the superintendence and direc. 
tion of the Territorial agents was good presumptive evidence that the 
State had at least a secure and safe place for keeping; its prisoners, 
The result of experience has convinced the undersigned, as he believes 
it will a committee of your honorable body, that such hopes and rea 
. sonable expectations are not, and, under the existing state of affairs, 
cannot be realized. In this positive assertion he is endorsed by each 
‘and every grand jury of the county of Multnomah, who have visited 
the institution during the past-year, in their capacity as grand jurors, 
having the supervision of alf matters pertaining to the penitentiary, 
as by law directed, but having power only to suggest und recommend, 
-without any authority to effect a remedy of the evil, ‘Your memori- 
alist would therefore respectfully urge your honorable body to enact 
a law, appropriating suificien& sums of money to make the building 
what it is designed to be—"A. State Penitentiary"—sufficiently secure 
for the keeping of the prisoners. 


THE CELLS. 


Your memorialist. says that at the time of entering into the con- 
tract of lease with the State, there wére but six stoné cells in the 
building—the only cells fit to hold prisoriers—and ten Wooden ones. 
A number entirely inadequate for the dormitories of the convicts, as, 
during the.past year he has, at times, had to place two and somtimes 
three men in one cell, thereby unavoidably engendering sickness and 
disease amongst them. It is therefore absolutely nécessary that 
appropriations be made sufficient at least to coniplete the lower tier 
of stone cells, fourteen additional ones being required. If the pris 
oners increase in number in the same ratid for the next twò years, as 
they have done for the past year, it will be utterly impossible to keep 
them secure, unless the new cells above referred to are built. 


AN OUTER WALL. å 


The necessity of building a wall around the prison grounds, either 
of brick or some other substantial material, has been so frequently 
advocated before the late Territorial Legislatures, and the urgency 
of it reiterated by each grand jury who have visted the prison dur- 
ing the past year, that your memorialist deems it superfluous to call 
the attention of your honorable body to. this subject. ` 

In this connection, your memorialist respectfully suggests that a 
joint committee of your honorable body be appointed to visit the 
penitentiary, and that then they will be able more fully ta compre 
hend the many requirements of the institution, also by a reference to 
the reports of the several grand juries wha have visited the prison. 


ve 
, CAUSE OF ESCAPES-—PUBLIC PREJUDICE. 


Your memorialist, in advancing causes for the number of escapes 
of convicts during the last year, does sô, in justice to himself, with 
much forbearance. Deeply sensible of his moral and social responsi- 
bility to the community at large, as well as his obligations to the. 
State, by virtue and in pursüance of the spirit and letter of‘ his con- 
tract of lease—one of the utmost importance to the public interest— 
he has endeavored, to the best of his knowledge and ability, with the 
assistance and experience of those who he has thought judicious to 
appoint as attaches, to do his duty to the State, irrespective of out- 
side influence and ez parte statements, prejudicial to his and the State's 
interest. It would seem unnecessary for your memorialist to remind 
your honorable body of the great and almost insurmountable difficül- 
ties attending the first stages of the organization of a dci sone 
tiary, under the leasing system in a new State, more especially, so in 
this, the last and most remote from the sister States of the’ Union : 
that the perfection and clock-work machinery of the old States can- 
not be expected ; that expericnce must necessarily be had, under the 
contract system, before the institution can be got fairly and benefi-, 
cially under way, and that many obstacles and hindrances haye to be 
surmounted before the successful working of the system, as organized 
in the older States, can be secured. 

These points being conceded, your memorialist opines that it is in 
bad taste and much worse judgment, that a portion of the public 
press of the State has thought proper, from ex parte statements, to 
array itself against the system and your memorialist, in repeated vin- 
dicative comments and vituperative abuse, thereby causing the pris- 
oners to become discontented, and necessitating an extra guard 
whilst working them, in some instances urging and inciting them to 
escape from custody, and in this opinion he believes n large majority 
of your honorable body will concur. -The insecurity of the building 
is another and a very material cause of many of the escapes, which > 
your memorialist, in common with the public generally, deplores, and 
until some necessary improvements are made, he fears that the past 
will be but an index of the future, in which event he will consider 
himself exhonerated, unless provision is made by law for its preven- . 
tion, by the erection and building of additional cells and other indis- 
pensable improvements hereinbefore enumerated. 


HOSPITAL AND INFIRMARY. 


Your memorialist would call the attention of your honorable body 
to the necessity of establishing a hospital or infirmary for the sick of 
the institution, as it is much required. During the past year there 
have many prisoners suffered from sickness, and although every 
attention has been shown them as far as practicable, yet their wants 
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and ailments have not been taken care of in such a manner as your 
memorialisí could wish, or the circumstances required. It may he 
urged that this would entail an expense oh the State; it is true it 
would, but, when itis taken into consideration that during the past 
year the tax payers have been relieved of an enormous burthen; that 
the presont system has saved the State nearly twenty-three thousand 


, dollars (28,000,) the sum' the State would have had to pay for the 


maintenanee and support of the convicts under the late law allowing 
$5 per week for the support of each prisoner. Your memorialist 
respectfully submits that it will ill-comport with the proverbial mag- 
nanimity of the people of Oregon, should your honorable body refuge 
or fail to provide for the sick of the institution. It has cost the 
undersigned, during the past year, for the maintenance and clothing 
of the convicts, board and salaries of guards, the sum of eighteen 
thousand three hundred and thirty-four dollars and twenty-five cents 
(18,334 25,) which sum is twenty-five per cent less than the State 
would have had to pay had she the control and management of the 
institution under the late law. 


IMPROVEMENTS ALREADY MADE. 

Your memorialist has already been at a large expense for making 
certain indispensable improvements in and about the prison building, 
which he respectfully asks may be subject to the inspection and 
approval of a committee of your honorable body. which said commit- 
tee he hopes will be instructed to visit the penitentiary and report on 
the same, as to the nature of the works performed, and the amount 
in equity due your memorialist for such improvements. 


RECAPTURED CONVICTS.

Your memorialist would call the attention of your honorable body 
to the fact that although twenty-two convicts have made their escape 
during the term, a large number of them who have escaped from 
time to time have been recaptured ata very hetivy cost to your memo- 
rialist, and he therefore prays your honorable body will indemnify 
him in that outlay, amounting to over four thousand dollars, (§4,000) 
as, for causes heretofore set forth, he could in no wise avoid such 
escapes, and therefore deeming it a duty to the public, as well as jus- 
tice to the State, he has offered and paid large sums of money for 
“ Rewards,” relying on the honor and magnanimity of the State, and 
the justice and equity of his claims, to be reimbursed by your honor- 
a body for the outlays he has been at on the faith and credit of the 

tate. : 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Your memorialist takes this opportunity of publicly oxpressing his- 
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thanks to those who have kindly volunteered their assistance and 
services every Sabbath to impart religious instruction and to preach 
the Gospel to the convicts. No provision being made by law to 
reamunerate them for their services, he makes this statement, and 
hopes it will meet favorable consideration from your honorable body. 

During the whole period that the nudersigned has had the peniten- 
tiary in his charge, there has been but comparatively little sickness 
amongst the convicts; nonc of a very serious character, with but two 
exceptions. : 

Tn consequence of the insecurity of the building, your memorialist 
has been compelled to hire, at a large expense, a night watch, which 
outlay he thinks in justice should be allowed him by the State. 

The legal and equitable inference was, when he leased the build- 
ings of the penitentiary and the convict labor, that the prison was a 
fitand proper one for convenient and safe keeping of the convicts. 
In this however he was greatly deceived. he therefore hopes that your 
honorable body will appoint a joint committee to visit the peniten- 
tiary forthwith, and requests them to report on such matiers as may 
be thought advisable in relation to the institution, as well as the sub- 
ject matter of this memorial.

REPORT of Select Committee on Penitentiary 


To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon : 

The joint committee appointed to examine into the situation, con- 
dition and affairs of the State penitentiary, respectfully beg leave to 
report : 

That, upon examination, they find the penitentiary building does 
not wholly stand upon land belonging to the State, a part of it being - 
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situated in one of the streets of the city of Portland, and another 
portion of the building resting upon soil which is private property, 
to which the State has no title. : 

Immediately north of the building is a deep gulch which precludes 
the idea of any improyement in that direction ; and indeed, ull the 
land in the vicinity of the penitentiary belonging to the State, is so 

"broken and rough that the amount required to level and prepare the 
ground for improvement and occupancy, is equal to the expense of 
erecting and completing new buildings and improvements in almost 
any other locality. E 

Your committee therefore recommend that the State should not 
incu: any farther expense in erecting penitentiary buildings on the 
present site of that institution in the city of Portland. 

While your committee believe that the present building is unfitted 
for the safe keeping of convicts, yet they are forced to conclude that 
the frequent escapes during the past year are to be attributed to the 
manner in which the prisoners have heen kept and worked by the 
sub-lessees and contractors. ~ * : 

Your committee report, that they bélieve the sub-lessees or some 
of them have not complied with the terms of the contract between 
the State and original lessees, under which theeprison was leased. 

They believe that the convicts have not been as securely guarded 
as they should have been, and that they have beer employed in such 
manner and at such times and places as rendered escape easy ; and 
indeed, that too much license has been allowed them, so that facilities 
for escape have been too frequently afforded them. 

Your committee are informed that twenty-one (21) convicts have 
escaped from the institution since June 22d, 1859, only one (1) of 
whom. appears to have escaped from Mr. Besser, one of the sub-lessees, 
who seems to have been quite fortunate in restraining those commit: 
ted to his charge and keeping. 

Conceiving that the original lessees have violated their contract 
with the State, having failed to keep the convicts according to the 
ternis of their contract, your committee would recommend that the 
Governor of the State be authorized by law to take charge of the 
penitentiary, and employ a warden and assistant warden to keep and 
superintend it. 

Your committee beg leave to report a bill adapted to meet the 
present emergency, and providing for,the immediate control and man- 
agement of the institution ; but they recommend that at the carliest 
practicable period a site for the penitentiary shall be selected in the 
central part of the State, where suitable buildings may be erected at 
moderate expense, and where the labor of the convicts can be em- 
ployed in erecting them. 

Your committee would report that they believe the prisoners have 
been well treated, well fed and well clothed, since the present lessees 
have had charge of the prison. "t 
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— 4th. In relation to the relief of the lessees : 


The present lessees have made some additions of a permanent and 
valuable character, such as the introduction of water, the construc. 
tion of cells, and the building of sewers, the benefit of which upon 
the abrogation of their contract will enure to the State. The under. 
signed would therefore recommend, as a simple act of justice to the 
lessees, that the value of such permanent improvements be ascertained 
by the Governor, and the lessees reimbursed therefor, 

5th. In relation to the liability of the State upon alleged outstand. 
ing contracts : 

om the limited time and opportunity afforded for examination, 
and having no guide but exparte statements, the undersigned declines 
to express any opinion upon the liability of the State arising upon 
contracts made during the superintendency of Mr. Sloan, but concurs 
in the recommendation made by the chairman of the committee in 
relation to that subject,

MEMORIAL relative to Agricul(ural Societies. 


To the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon : 

The convention which assembled in Salem on the 22d February 
last, and framed and adopted the constitution of the Oregon State 
Agricultural Society, passed the following resolution : 


Resolved, That a committee be appointed to present a petition to 
the Legislative Assembly of Oregon, at its next session, praying that 
body to appropriate money for the ires of this Society and for the 
encouragement of County Agricultural Societies ; and that the said 
commitiee be and they are hereby instructed to Rig be the said 
petition with such a representation of facts, as the ground of it, as 
shall be deemed most likely to accomplish the object sought. 


Your memorialists were charged with the duty of executing the 
will of, the said Society as expressed in the said resolution. 

The objects which the Oregon State Agricultural Society propose 
to accomplish are, the dua EXTUS of the cultivation of the soil, 
and the general development of all the agricultural resources of the 
State ; the fostering of every branch of mechanical and household 
arts, calculated to increase the happiness of home life ; and the ex- 
ending and facilitating of the various branches of mining and mining 
interests, : " 


& 
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The origin of agriculture is coeval with that of fixed property ; and 
both commenced at that point in the progress of civilization when the 
herdsman ceased to move with his cattle from one place to another 
in search of pasturage and water, and having established himeelf at 
a particular locality, made that locality his private property by com- 
mitting seeds io the soil and by bestowing upon it his care and labor, 
We have only to follow the chronology of general history in order 
to trace the progress of this art, and to be assured that it is the 
mother and nurse of our race, and the source of solid wealth and real 
value ; that it makes the principal revenue of a State, and supplies 
the defect of all others when they happen to fail; and that although 
the arts which have embellishment for their object, should all perish 
with commerce which fosters them, the cultivation of the earth would. 
afford an abundant supply for the healthfal subsistence of the people. 

If agriculture is thus useful and necessary, we need not be surprised 
that it was honored by the ancients, and that the wisest princes and 
most able ministers of state labored for its encouragement. Among 
the Assyrians and Persians, the Satrapae were punished in whose 
governments the cultivation of the land was neglected. In ancient 
Egypt, agriculture received the fostering care of government. 

nring the middle ages, agriculture declined in consequence of the 
introduction of the feudal system and its-attendant villeinage, by 
which the cultivators of the soil held their lands by a base or servile 
tenure. As the darkness which covered this period receded before 
the light of science and the increasing knowledge consequent upon 
the discovery of the art of printing, the feudal system disappeared, 
and the art of husbandry began again to receive the fostering care of 
the wisest governments of Europe. The importance and even neces- 
sity for this fostering care is now more than ever felt and manifested. 
by the best governments on that continent, and the essential charac- 
ter of agriculture as a most useful art, is constantly pressing itself 
upon their attention. 

The best intellects of the world are now directing their talents to 
agricultural inquiries, in order to realize the fact that a beneficent 
Providence has indeed a place at his table for all his children. 

In view of the importance of developing as rapidly as possible the 
resources of our State, your memorialsts pray your honorable body 
to appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars annually from and 
after the taking effect of the act, for the space of ten years, to be 
paid quarterly, in each year, to the treasurer of the Oregon State 
Agricultural Society, on requisition on the treasurer of the State, 
signed by the president and recording secretary of said society, for 
the purpose of paying premiums. ; 

our memorialists also pray that provision may be made by law 
whereby for ten years the treasurer of the State may be authorized 
to pay annually the sum of fifty dollars to the treasurer of each coun- 
ty agricultural society in the State, so soon as it shall appear that at 
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least fifty dollars has been paid into the treasury of the county agri- 
eultural society. à 

Your memorialists would represent that they believe that most of 
the State legislatures have made appropriations with a view to the 
encouragement of husbandry. Massachusetts has a State Board of 
Agriculture, organized April 21, 1852, as a department of the gov- 
ernment and not as a society. In addition to this. the State appo- 
priates $600 per annum for the benefit of the Massachusetts society 
for promoting agriculture. r 

Tennessee has a State agricultural bureau, constituting a branch of 
the government, organized April 20, 1854. The State contributes 
$500 a year to the bureau, and the necessary expenses of the mem 
bers in attending meetings. It also pays each county society $200, 
and $9,000 to the three-division fairs. 

The legislature of New York appropriates $700 annually for the 
State agricultural society, and $1,000 annually for carrying on the 
entomological survey of the State. In addition 'to these appropria- 
tions, the State aids the county societies with sums from a few hun 
dred dollars to smaller amounts, depending upon the amount in the 
treasury of the society, from members, &c. The county societies 
make reports to the State society, which are published by order of 
the legislature with the transactions of the State socicty. 

Ohio has a State Board of Agriculture, and provision ia made by 
which it derives from the State about $3,000 annually. The trans- 
actions of the board are published each year. Money isappropriated 
to aid the county societies. 

The Pennsylvania State Agricultural Society receives $2,000 an- 
nually from the State treasury. The county socictics are entitled to 
$100 a year from the county, when an equal sum is raised by mem- 
bership. 

ae appropriates $2,500 annually to aid the State society, 
and $200 to each county society. 

Alabama and California appropriate each $5,000 annually. 

Your memorialists might add other examples of legislative appro- 
priations made for the purpose of promoting agricultural skill and 
knowledge, so that the teachings of science and the duties of the field 
may become alike familiar to the tillers of the soil. But those to 
which your attention has been most respectfully solicited, are suffi 
vient io show that agriculture is being recognized as the commanding 


interest of enlightened States.

REPORT of Pilot Commissioners. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon : 


We the board of pilot commissioners, elected by your honorable 
body in pursuance of a law passed June 1845, and amended January 
1858, establishing a pilotage for the Columbia river and bar, would 
ask leave to make the following report : 

In accordance with our duties, we bave made, during the last year, 
& number of visits to the Columbia bar, and have found a good and 
substantial vessel of some eighty or ninety tons register, well manned 
and equipped and in all respects competent for the services demanded. 

We have also found a sufficient number of pilots who are in all 4 
respects equal to the wants of the commerce of the Columbia river, 
and who execute their duties as pilots energetically and faithfully. 

We would further report that the Territory of Washington hav- 
ing passed a law establishing a pilotage on the Columbia river an dbar, 
but not requiring the pilots to keep a vessel capable of cruising at 
sea, or, in fact, any other than an open boat; none has been furnished. 
or supported by the pilots obtaining branches under that law, but said 
pilots act as bar pilots only when they can obtain a situation on some 
steamer and are entered upon the books of said steamer, and receive 
their pay as any other officer thereof, and therefore are at no expense 
in keeping a boat and are of no practical use to the commerce of the 
river. We therefore recommend your honorable body to memorial- 
ize the Legislative Assembly of the said Territory to so amend their 
law as to require the bar pilots to keep a vessel sufficient for the 
purpose, i: 

We append to this report a statement of the number of vessels and 
tonnage of the same that have crossed the bar the last year.

Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, That 
the Secretary of this State be requested to forward the act entitled 
an act to establish a branch of pilots upon the Columbia and Wil- 
Jamette rivers and by this resolution we, the legislative assembly of 
the State of Oregon, would solicit the legislative assembly of the 
Territory of Washington, to pass an act corresponding with the law 
of this State, thereby promoting the commercial interest of the State 
of Oregon and the Territory of Washington, for, as the law of Wash- 
ington Territory now existing will eventually terminate in the 
destruction of our commercial interest, from the fact that those who 
are acting as pilots under the law of Washington Territory are not 
compelled to keep a sca-worthy vessel to cruise at sea, and render 
that assistance to vessels in distress, and yet reaping all the advan- 
tages whieh the pilots who have branches under the laws of this 
State; and for the above reasons we solicit the concurrence of the

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REPORT of the Committee on Education. 


Mn. SPEAKER: The standing committee on education to whom 
have been referred various papers relative tq educational matters, 
and calling attention to that portion of the Governor's message per- 
taining to school interests and the location of lands for educational 
and other purposes, beg leave to report : 

That having examined the statutes relating to common schools and 
school Jands, and the practice under those statutes, they find very 
little data on which to base any statistical report of the present con- 
dition and prospects of the common schools of this State. 

That though our laws require school teachers to keep a register of 
many things of historical interest, they are left to slumber in the of 
fices of the county superintendent, and thereby the publie are de- 
prived of any opportunity to judge of the merits, benefits, and prac- 
tical workings of our present school system ; your committee are in 
possession of no information by which they are able to report in de- 
ial ge condition of the district schools of any one of the counties of 

e state. 

The number of schools, the number of scholars in each, the studies 
pursued, the amount of-money expended for hire of teachers, the 
amount of public funds received, and the number of months a school 
has been kept in cach district, your committee believe should be mat- 
ter of public record, and reported to the State superintendent for 
general publication. 

The history and condition of the school Jands of this State are to 
your committee, and we presume to the legislature as such, and the 
public at large, equally unknown. Weare not informed of the amount 
of lands selected for common school purposes, in pursuance of the act 
donating the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections in each township, 
and where they were occupied previously to" being surveyed, other 
lands to an equal amount in their stead, in the various counties of 
this State; though it may be a matter of record, perhaps in the office 
of the Surveyer General, an office under no obligation to report either. 
to the legislature or the public. Your committee deem it a subject 
of interest to the State and the public to know whether all the lands 
donated in the act above referred to have been selected, what portion 
of them have been sold in the various counties, and for what amount 
of money they were sold, the expense attending the sale, &c., that wo 
may the better judge of the policy which we are pursuing. 

There are perhaps near three hundred townships of surveyed lands 
in Oregon, containing near four hundred thousand acres of land, do- 
nated for the support of common schools. These lands, situated as 
many of them are, within the settled portions of the valleys of the 
Willamette, Umpqua and Rogue rivers, are perhaps worth a half 
million or more dollars. In addition to this there doubtless remains 
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an equally Jarge amount of lands to be selected under the provisions 
of the act before alluded to. 

The income to schools from this source, including the five hundred 
thousand acres donated to the State by act of Congress approved the 
4th of September, 1841, upon her adntission into the Union, and also 
the swamp and overflowed lands donated, upon certain conditions, 
to the States within which they are situated, by the act of Sept. 28, 
1850, made applicable to Oregon by act of March 12, 1860, together 
with what may accrue to the State by fines, forfeitures, escheats, gifts, 
devises and bequests, gives us prospectively a school fund of two 
millions of dollars or more. 

How to husband this fund is a subject of the greatest importance 
to the present and future prospects of this State. For the informa- 
tion sought respecting the university fund, by House resolution thirty- 
one, your committee would refer you to the Treasnurer’s report. In 
reply to House resolution thirty-two, referring that portion of the 
Governor's message pertaining to the selection of lands, and inqui- 
ries with regard to the necessity for further legislation relative to 
schools, your committee would ‘say that they acquiesce in the neces- 
sity of the passage of a law authorizing the Governor to select the 
lands donated to the State for educational and other Ses, and 
believe further legislation is necessary to make the acts of the Terri- 
torial legislatures conform to the wants of the State government and 
the constitution thereof. The Territorial laws though perhaps good 
in themselves, do not harmonize with the State constitution so as to 
make a complete system. 

By the State constitution the Governor is made superintendent of 
public instruction, and ‘his duties required to be defined by law. By 
article 8, section 5, of State constitution, the Governor, Secretary of 
State and State Treasurer, are constituted a board of commissioners 
for the sale of school and university lands. This duty is now being 
performed by the county superintendent. 

Your committee would recommend that the laws be so amended 
as to harmonize the duties of officers known to the statute with those 
prescribed in the State constitution, and to furnish to the State super- 
intendent such statistics relative to schools and school lands as are 
deemed of value as a matter of record.
